United States, recording fingerprints 
and photographs, and providing the 
registrant thereafter with an identi­ 
fication card which must he carried 
on the holder’s person for the d ura ­ 
tion of the war. 
The work will be carried out under 
regulations issued by Attorney Gen­ 
eral Gregory, and women who do not 
comply may be interned, imprisoned, 
or deported. 
American women who have m a r­ 
ried German aliens will also he re­ 
quired to register, under the regula­ 
tions, unless they have taken steps to 
get a re turn of their original citizen­ 
ship status. 
Wom en of German na­ 
tionality who have take nout Ameri­ 
can citizenship papers need not reg­ 
ister. 
The regulations also hold that 
the wife of a German who has be­ 
come naturalized and has completed 
the acquirement of American citizen­ 
ship is a citizen herself, and need not 
register. 
A German 
woman 
who 
married an American before April 6 
is also outside of the class required 
to register, while special provision is 
made in the regulations for the treat­ 
m ent of natives of Alsace-Lorraine 
and of Schleswig-Holstein

r e a c h e d the 
Marne, the German Crown 
Prince is now striking west­ 
ward with all the force of 
the great armies at his com­ 
mand, with the apparent 
purpose of forcing the elimi­ 
nation of the Montdidier and 
ultimately pushing in below 
Amiens and thereby cutting 
off Paris from the north. 
So far, according to the 
French war office officials, 
the enemy's progress has 
been small, despite the most 
desperate 
efforts. 
On the 
important 
front 
between 
Soissons and Chateau Thier­ 
ry, on the Marne, indeed, the 
French have been impetu­ 
ously counter attacking and 
at points the enemy have not 
only been stopped, but have 
been forced to give ground, 
and the French have taken 
prisoners. 
South of Soissons, the ene­ 
my has been thrown back 
upon the Crise river, which 
runs on a north and south 
line through that town. 
Further south, the Ger­ 
mans have worked their way 
three miles west of the Sois- 
sons-Chateau Thierry road 
and took the village of Chau- 
lun. 
The 
French 
recap­ 
tured the place, however, 
and are now holding 
that 
ground, as well as territory 
just south, near Vierzy. 
Still further to the south 
the German advance had 
)regressed somewhat fur­ 
ther toward the main road, 
to a total of some four 
miles. 
Paris reports, how­ 
ever, that new German at­ 
tack s in the region of Phony 
and Neuilly were broken up 
by the French, who have 
maintained their lines east 
of these towns.

Wrap Him Up Like Loaf of Bread, 


One Valuable Hint. 


It Tcry often happens that the 
father is called upon to dress the 
b ab y. 
Sometimes he responds, 
in 
such cases it is as well to know the 
ground plan of “the little stranger’’ 
and (he comb inations whereb y the 
various articles of clothing are made 
to adhere. 
In the first place, there is the 
b asic 
upper 
garment* 
or 
“b and.” 
This is slipped on over the head 
like a shirt. 
In order to accom­ 
plish this hold* the child b etween the 
knees (your knees), wad the b and op 
so that the litó le for the nefk is on 
top. 
Then quickly/slip it over the b ab y’s 
head. 
You wfil then find that it is 
the arm-hole through which the head 
has b een inserted which is ob viously 
wrong. 
Take it off and try it again. 
This time it wlU b e the other armhole 
that is the lucky aperture. 
This leaves only one other chance, 
and you can, easily make it three. 
Inserting the* arms in the arm-holes 
is more difficult than inserting the 
heeui in the* arm-holes, b ut if you 
cam do it without causing the b ab y 
to choke you may count yourself 
lucky. 
Then 
pull

snugly in front and b ack and attach 
it 
to—well,

fold it into any shnfcpe that strikes 
your fafeicy.

Scientists say tHat the offensive sincll 
which comes from decaying and dis­ 
ease-b rooding m atter is in reality one 
of natu re’s measu res of p rep aredness 
and of p revention. 
Offensive odors indirectly p revent 
the sp read of ep idemics b y calling 
attention to tho b reeding p lace of 
tho disease. 
They give warning that 
something is wrong, and they p ersist 
in this warning b y b ecoming more 
and more offensive u ntil the wrong 
is righted. 
The odor does not convey the germ 
or commu nicate the disease, b ecau se 
in most cases direct contact is ne­ 
cessary to do this, or the infection 
is commu nicated b y some su b stance 
taken into, or b rou ght in contact with 
the b ody. 
Bu t it does tell where the 
disease exists or is likely to exist. 
It also gives warning of tainted or 
u nfit food, as the nose is intended b y 
natu ro to b e one of m an’s chief allies 
in his fight for health.

printed forms prov ided for th« ' regis­ 
tration hav e been distributed to tho 
proper officials. 
When 
the registration 
has been 
completed, three sets of the affidav its 
will he prepared, one of which is to 
he sent to Washington, tho second to 
he held by the United States marshal 
within the district where the women 
hav e registered, and the third is to 
go into the local record. 
German women who are outside of 
the territory in which they usually 
reside during tho peri« xl set for the 
registration must apply for tempor­ 
ary cards in the place where they 
happen to he and then complete their 
registration at home within 30 days. 
After the registration has been com­ 
pleted. no German woman can change 
her place of residence without a p« 'r- 
mit from the officials in her original 
district, and records of such changes 
will he filed with the original affi­ 
dav its In three places. Power to deny 
such a permit for chang e of residence 
is giv en to the registration officials, 
though they must submit a report of 
their reasons for denying it. 
The reg ulations admonish 
regis­ 
tering officials to he courteous 
in 
their treatment of the women, and 
to render all necessary assistance in 
filling out the affidav it blanks. 
The 
photographs required must he

mounted, and “ without hat or other 
head cov ering .”

island of Iona in tho Hebrides to the 
west of Scotland, lie the ruins of the 
monastery 
whence 
came the men 
who Christianized the British Isles. 
The island has changed 
hut 
little 
from which it must hav e done in those 
remote times. 
The same dense fogs 
still v eil it, rising 
from the warm 
gulf stream; the same westerly gales 
howl ov er it, 
and in the little shel- 
tered 
grassy 
hollows 
the 
simple 
people liv e and till the soil as they 
did in the days of St. Columbia, who

One spot, known as the 
Tomb of the Kings is still mark« *d by 
a row of monuments,

Bahia, once th« ‘ eapital of Brazil, is 
in many ways the center of art and re­ 
ligion in that largest of South Ameri­ 
can republics. 
She is the oldest of 
Brazilian cities, and many of these of 
her present inhabitants are d« 'scended 
from a long line 
of 
nativ es of the 
place. 
After the puzzling custom of sev eral 
Brazilian cities, the name of Bahia is 
really not Bahia at all. 
The same 
thing is true of Para, for 
instance 
known to its inhabitants 
as Bemel 
Bahai is really Sao Salv aror. 
Bahia, or Sao Salv ador, which ev er 
you prefer, is a city chiefly notable 
for the number of its public buildings 
and monuments.

With Tar Makes

feho i Lttge o i to ut iLi upiiiU IiUm led 
to the ¿experiments with vario us sub­ 
stitutes, including the husks o f rice 
and inferio r qualities o f lignite. 
In 
the pro vinces that 
raise 
rice, 
the 
husks have lately been mixed with tar 
and fo rmed into briquettes under hy­ 
draulic pressure. 
In their natural 
fo rm 
rice husks 
make an expensive fuel, burning with 
little heat, but the briquettes are said 
to ignite readily, give o ff little smo ke 
and can be used to so me extent as a 
substitute fo r co al. 
Ano ther kind o f fuel briquette, giv­ 
ing similar service, 
Is 
made fro m 
cheap qualities o f lignite, 
including 
lignite dust and waste 
fo rmerly re­ 
garded as wo rthless, fro m which the 
vo latile matter is first expelled and 
binding material then added to fo rm 
the briquette under pressure.

A cylinder abo ut thirty inches lo ng 
and o f the same diameter as the head 
o f the churn is first co nstructed o f 
heavy galvanized iro n.

this cylinder is left

A 
large pinwheel attached to the bear­
